J The undersigned has reviewed the plans and coneidered the application of the Recrom-
tion Depnrtment of the City of Austin for a permit to bulld two plers and a floating plate
form, togother with a guard rope and mariing buoys extonding out inte Lake Austin on the
Parle proporty owned by the City of Augtin, located some ten (10) milea above the Dame

Since thege plers extend out into the Lake approximately 70 feet and the floating
platform approximately 120 feet and the mariing buoys some 145 feet, they will bo in
confliction with the ordinance governing construction along the lako front. However,since
tha Oitizons Conservation Corps have erccted a very beautiful and gubstantial bath house
on this site and with a very largo sand beach in front of nsame extending out into the
Lake, to make the proper use of same and provide these natural facllitles for thoe citigzons
of Austin to onjoy, 1t becomos nocessary to provide sultable facilitles and gafeguards
such ag thepe marlzing buoys and 1life ropese Therofore, wo rocommond that the City
Oouncil glve this proposal favorable conslderation and permit this varlation from the
pregent ordinonce subjoeot to the following conditionsi
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That all floats and marking buoys be properly anchored to prevent them from breal-
ing loose and causing a hazard to novigation, and aleo that two additional light buoys
be inetalled on the extreme downstream and upstream limits of the propowed development
to remain lighted during the night and equipped with flaga or other warnings for day-
light uses A plan of the proposed development is herewith attached for your guldances
